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Tho toast of “Success to the new Thales 
and to her owner (Mr Gillies,’ was heartily 
drank to by the visitora; and the trip, 
which ccanpied about three houra_ (she. took 
astraight mile or two on her return and 
passed Green Island twice), was much en- 
joyed. Tho Thales was drawing only 8ft. 6 
forward and 10ft.

H. M. Pavz, of Dedham, Mass., a graduate 
of Dartmouth College, anc now Assistant 
Observer at the Naval Observatory, at 
Washington, hae received the appointment 
of Professor of Astronomy in the University 
ofjTokio, Japan. He will sail from San 
Francisco for Japan on the lat of August. 


Tur facts of Rochefort’s odnviction may be 
repeated at tho present time when his return 
to and enthusiastic weloome by Paris are 
wired to ua:— 


Qn May 19, 1871, while endeavouring to 
eacape in disguise from Paris, he was ar- 
rested at Méaux and taken to Versnilles. 
He was placed on his trial before a court- 
martial, Sept. 20 and 21, 1871, charged with 
inciting to civil wat, with complicity in the 
destruction, by the Commune, of private 
property and public monuments, and with 
the publication of false news and attacks on 
the established government in the Afot d’ 
Ordre, A verdict of guilty was returned, 
and be was sentenced to imprisonment for 
lif, Ho was incarcerated first in Fort 
Boyard, from whence he was transferred 
(June, 1872) to the citadel of Saint-Martin- 
de-Ré&. The French Government permitted 
M. Rochefort to loaye the fortress in which 
he wos immured, and to to Vorsailles, 
Nov. 6, 1872, for the special object of mar- 
rying the mother of his illegitimate children, 
and thus legitimising them according to 
French law. Madame Roohcfort, who was 
then extremely ill, died a few weeks after- 
wards, Sub. atly, M. Rochefort was 
transported to the penal settlement of New 
Caledonia. In 1874 he, with Grousset, 
Gourde, Ballitre, and two other Communist 
prisoners, succeeded in escaping from the 
island, They left as atowawaya on board a 
yersel bound for Newoastle, New South 
Wales, reachod Sydney in safety, and sailed 
soon afterwarde for Europe. On June 16, 
1874, M, Htochefort arrived at Queenstown, 
where, but for the intervention of the Royal 
Trish Constabulary, he would have met with 
rough treatment at the hands of an excited 
mob. He next came to London, ond after- 
wards proceeded to Switzerland. 


Ma Samuel Laing, M.P., writing in tho 
Nineteenth Century for June on ‘The Orisa 
ta Indian Finanee,” refers to Sir Joho

increasing or diminisbiog tie amount whlob 
the Government has to py to the cultivator 
for the current crop—the quanti:y thrown 
for sale on the Gbinose market—and the 
selling price. 

it In always” possible to {ncresso the 
opium revenue in any given year, by diml- 
Dishing the production sad thus ralaing the 
selling price, But this ia done st the ex- 
pense of the future, for there in 4 large 
amount of pative-grown opium in Vhins of 
inferior quality to oura, but which competes 
with 4t, and, if the price of the superior 
ariicloea wore raised too high, would ina 
short time largely supersede ft. Looking 
at it purely from a foanolal point of view, 
the problem for an Indian Finance Miotater 
fs to keep the production and price of 
opium as nearly steady'as possible, st the 
level which will give the largest permanent 
revenue to the Indian Exchequer, vithout 
going 50 low as to dimiutsh tho net 
revenue or #0 high as to limit consumptios 
in China and bring tke native opium into 
more extensive use. | _ 

Jf wo act steadily on those principles, the 
experience of the past forty years has shown 
that the opium revenue is a safe and, on 
the average of. years, a steadily progressive 
one, The Increased export duty for the 
Malwa opium may acoount for part of tho 
increnac, but I entirely tail.to see how an 
exooas of such magnitude as 1,900,000, can 
havo been obtained in the short interval of 
less than a year between tho two estimates, 
without either some fallacy in the accounts, 
or some serous snorifice of the future to the 
present, by departing from the sound prin- 
ciples of opium financa.

THE GERMAN STEAMER 
“MADAGASCAR.” . 

The case of the German steamer Jfa- 
dagascar, 884, Captain Timm, will-still 
be fresh in the minds of our renders. 
Sailing from Bangkok for Hongkong, 


in November, 1878, about which time a; 


rather severe typhoon-like gale visited 
these seas, nothing was heard of her 
until Decmber of the following year, 
when Caplain Clanchy of the Danube, 
arriving on the 25th, reported that some 
fishermen from Hainan, while engaged 
in their usval occupation, observed the 
masts of a vessel appearing above the 
water neat the North Danger of the 
Paracels. On arriving at the place it 
was fount that they formed part ofa 
steamer which lay broken in two. A 
diver went down séveral times, and his 
statement was to the effect that he 
tecognisel the wreck as that of the 
Madagasnr. He alleged that he 
found numerous traces of human re- 
mains on board. The difficulty ever 
since has leen to find these men. It was 
only last month, on the 25th, that the 
English Consul at Hoihow, Mr Scott, 
who also occupies the position of Acting 
Consul for the German Empire, finally 
succeededin unearthing one of the men 
who said thoy sa 7 the wrecked steamer 
on the Paracels; his testimony may now 
proveof much value. This fisherman snys 
that, leaving the south end of Hainan 
and taking 0 S.S.E. course, they came 
after seven days’ travelling to a rock 
which the natives call Pakhoi, and there 
found thewreck of this steamer said tu be 
the Madagascar. The funnel and the 
masts were clearly to be seen. He cor- 
roborates generally what we published 
as far ‘ack es December last year 
as to the vessel being found; and with 
his assistance, a scarch will probably be 
now made by one of the gunboats. ‘Ihe 
steamer vas a valuable one, and she had 
on board rico and tin which were valued 
at between $800,000 and £900,000. 
There were some 90 Chinese passengers 
on board, and mainly for that reason, in 
view of recent events, the misgivings 
and speculations as to the tate of the 
officers on board have been painful to a 


degree. It would be satisfactory to 
their frieids to know that they came to 
no more ignominious death than de- 
structionby the fierceness of the elements 
while engaged in their ordinary alse 
and standing at the post of duty: We 
have no doubt such an investigation 


will clear up this and several other 


points relating to what is up to the pre- 
sent moment a terrible disaster shrouded 
in mystery and gloom. As we said be- 
fore in writing of the case, the probabi- 
lity is that after the vessel had passed 
Cape Voréla, Capt. ‘Timm, her Com- 
mander, had either taken a more easterly 
course than usual to avoid dirty weather, 
or bad been deceived by the current, 
and so had run on the North Dan- 
ger of the Paracels, where the heavy sea 
must hava soon made his vessel a hope- 
less wreck, far from any assistance or 
means of escape. A thorough search 


will no doubt be made now, in view of 
the new light thrown on the whole

come before the world, the consequence 
being that the parties concerned have to 
stand two trials, the greater ef whioh is 
that wherein a wondering public are the 
judge.

Tho Hokkaido needs works 
of reclamation ; it wants population; and re- 
quires industrial development, It might 
then become fertile, populous, and a source 
of wealth to the empire. ‘Tho editor speaka 
about the examples of England, Amorica 
and Australia, Lo also refers to Chinese 
immigratiun, and urges with muoh force 
that southern Japaucse, now in poverty, 
should be encouraged to settle in Hukkaido 
by inducemonts, so that the population be 
increased, agriculture extended, and the re- 
cult will be in every way benolicial to the 
Inpanese empire. ‘ho article is long, but 
well considered and worthy of attention, 

1t is surprising to find the Government 
countenancing a railway from Sapporo to 
Otaru, a tract of country sterile and desolate, 
and sanctioning fresh outlays for hotels in 
a part of the cuuntry where muney is at pre- 
sent thrown away, ata time when the most 
serious diffivulties are presenting themselves 
in connection with paper ocurrenoy, Tho 
colonization departinent has cost the nation 
intiuitely more than it can retura under far 
more favourable conditions than those exist- 
ing; aud if the railway job is really to be 
put through it is certaia that effloiont con- 
trol of the finances of the spending depart- 
ments of the state, is wanting. ‘

' ‘The Post Oftice is not legally responsible 
\ for the aafe delivery of Registered corres- 
pondence, but honcaforth it will be pre- 
pared to make good the contents of such 
correspondence lost while passing through 
the Post, to the extont of $10, in certain 
cases, provided ;— 


1. That the sendor duly observed all the 
conditions of Rugistration require. 


2. That tho lotter waa securely enclosed 
in a reasonably stroug envelope. 


3, That opplication “was made to the 
Poatmaster General of Hongkong im- 
mediately the less was discovered, tbe 
envolope being invariably forwarded with
